TO 

Amend the Law relating to the Removal of Paupers 
from England to Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and. Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

g X. (1.) A person who has resided continuously for five years in 

England shall not thereafter be removable to Ireland under the 
Acts relating to the relief of the poor. 

(2.) In cases where under the Acts relating to the relief of the 
poor a pauper is removable from England to Ireland, boards of 
10 guardians may make and give effect to agreements that the pauper, 
instead of being removed, shall be maintained by the board of 
guardians of the poor law union from which he is removable at 
the expense of the board of guardians of the union to which, if 
removed, he would be chargeable ; and such agreements may be 
pg entered into whether application for a warrant of removal has been 
made or not. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Poor Removal Act, 1900. 
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
